Eleventh Hour Votes Are 
Sought as Grain 
Cheques Mailed

OTTAWA, Oct. 10.—A_ desper- 

ate bid for the farmer vote is be- 
ing made by the government at 

the eleventh hour. On Monday a 
shower of grain board cheques 
will descend on the western 
farmers, and on Tuesday eastern 
farmers will get their dairy sub- 
sidy cheques, 

The Canadian Grain Board will 
issue cheques totalling $8,000,000 
by way of an adjustment of the 
1930-31 crop payments, to  pool/ 
farmers. These cheques will be 
mailed to reach the farmers on 
Monday, which is polling day. 

In 1930-31 the initial payment to| 
the pool farmers was started at 70 
cents a bushel. It was then cut to 
60 cents and finally to 50 cents,| 
and the cheques are intended to 
level up the payments. 

Farmers will get the intimation 
by platform or radio that these 
cheques prove the success of the 


government's stabilization ac- 
tivities, 
It is pointed out, however, that 


the $8,000,000 is in reality a paper

SNOW DELAYS 
THRESHING IN 
PEACE AREAS 


Up until the snowfall of Tuesday 
threshing in the northern part of 
Alberta was well on the way to 
completion. In the Peace River dis- 
trict the amount of wheat threshed 
tanges from 40 to 80 per cent. With 
clear weather since Wednesday 
threshing has been resumed in 
many parts of the district and will 
soon be finished. There have been 
heavy frosts throughout the dis- 
trict but this will not materially 
damage crops as practically all 
grain was cut before the recent 
heavy frost. 

At Pouce Coupe 65 per cent of the 
wheat has been threshed but there 
hes been little done in regard to 
Beaverlodge reports 65 per 


and the work is progressing rap- 
idly. There has been rain and snow 
at Grande Prairie which has de- 


layed threshing operations. It will | 


be next week before threshing will 
be in full swing again. 

At Spirit River operations will 
begin again early next week. 
Around 50 per cent is now threshed. 
The town of Peace River and sur- 
rounding district reports 40 per cent 
threshed. Clear weather is now

MONDAY NEXT 


Teachers Not to Get Time 
Off to Vote Unless They 
Demand It 


School teachers will not be given 
two hours off on Monday next, 
election day, out of teaching hours 
for the purpose of voting, unless 
they demand it, Superintendent of 
Schools G. A. McKee stated Thurs- 
day. 

Mr. McKee made the announce. 
ment when queried by The Bulletin 
in respect to his attitude toward 
that section of the Dominion Elec- 
tions Act referring to employees’ 
rights on election day. 


WORDING OF SECTION 


The section in question reads as 
follows: 

“Every employer shall on polling 
day, allow to every elector in his 
employ, at least two additional 
hours, other than the noon hour 
for voting, and no employer shall 
make any deduction from the pay 
of such elector nor impose upon or 
exact any penalty by reason of 
such elector’s absence during sucli 
hours. 

“This section shall extend to rail. 
Way companiés and to government 
railways and their employes, ex- 
cepting such employes as are ac- 
tually engaged in the running of 
trains and to whom such time can- 
not be allowed without interfering 
with the manning of trains.”

received in those years about 15 
}cents less per bushel than they |

Before 
Great Britain went off the gold 
standard, one pound sterling worth 
of wheat was $486 in 
money. After Great Britain went 
off the gold standard, and Mr. Ben- 
nett insisted that Canada must 
stay on the gold standard, one 
pound sterling worth of wheat went 
down to as low as $3.75 in Canadian 
money, 
ABOUT-FACED 

There was no difference to the 
British purchaser, but the Cana- 
dian farmer lost as much is 15 
cents per bushel. After a time, Mr. 
Bennett stopped talking about the 
necessity of Canada remaining on 
the gold standard—in fact, re- 
versed his position—took us off 
the gold standard—and now a 
pound sterling worth of wheat in 
Liverpool is worth at least $4.86 
in Canadian money. The western 
farmer will never know how 
much this piece of Bennett policy 
cost him.

THEIR OWN MEDICINE 
Speaking at Olds, Mr. Alfred Speakman, late 
U.F.A. member of parliament and candidate of 
the same party in the present election, said he 
Was not discouraged because there were many 
empty seats in the hall, and explained this as 
due to the time of year and to what he called 
the apathy of the voters toward the election. 
The explanation may be consoling to its author 
and his associates, but it will not go down with 
those who know the facts of the situation 


Fourteen years ago the party to which Mr. 
Speakman belongs taught its members to stay 
away from public meetings, hold no discussion 
with those of other political views, and thus 
keep their minds free of contamination from 
unwelcome facts and the reasoning of oppon- 
ents. Now the party is being administered doses 
of its own medicine. It got one dose last 
month, when the empty seats in the meeting 
halls prefigured the emptying of U.F.A. seats 
in the legislature. Apparently the party's can- 
didates in the federal contest are getting an- 
other, and do not like it. 

There is no sign of apathy on the part of the 
electors toward the elections—the multitude of 
candidates bespeaks an interest beyond ordin- 
ary. If there is an appearance of “apathy” 
toward meetings addressed by U.F.A. candi- 
dates, they may reflect that it was their own 
party which set the pace and encouraged voters 
to hold aloof from the discussion of public 
affairs. 


THE PUBLIC DEBT 

One of the questions which Mr. King pro- 
pores to submit to a conference of provincial 
and federal representatives is that of reducing 
the public debt. There cannot be any doubt in 
the mind of anyone who has given thought to 
the matter that some definite plan will have to 
be struck for cutting down the debt burden, 
national, provincia) and municipal, which is 
now costing the taxpayers something more than 
a million dollars per day. That can only be 
done by co-related action on the part of 
national, provincial and municipa! authorities 
and the way to get such action sterted is to 
bring them together in conference to discuss 
how to go about it. 

No other party leader has suggested tackling 
this problem. Mr. Bennett simply renews bonds 
as they fall due and does not appear to con- 
template the possibility of systematically re- 
ducing the load. Mr. Stevens has given no 
evidence of any particular concern in the sub- 
ject. If they want action, prompt and definite 


toward the reduction of debt, and hence the 
reduction of taxation, the taxpayers are told 
that is one of the things they will get if Mr. 
King is returned to power, and they are no‘ 
promised parallel action by any other leader. 

The former King Government cut down the 
national debt by some $200,000,000, but the 
advantage of that was lost because at the same 
time the provinces and municipalities were 
piling up debt. As federal taxation went down, 
provincial and municipal taxation went up. 
Then Mr. Bennett came along and piled up the 
national debt again by $669,000,000, up to the 
end of last March. 

It is time to make an end of this whip-saw 
procedure, which leaves the taxpayer always 
worse off than he was five years before. The 
way to stop it is to link up all the debt-making 
authorities in a plan to not only cut bond-interest 
rates but to reduce the capital of the debt 
structure itself. 


King or chaos? 


Mr. Bennett takes the non-committal stand 
that as a statesman Premier Aberhart is a good 
school teacher. To which the latter responds 
that perhaps statesmen are born and perhaps 
they just develop the talent when they get a 
chance. To which it may be added that some 
attain the place who were not born with the 
talent and show no signs of acquiring it even 
after five years or so in office. 

Ottawa announces that another sheaf of 
public works contracts have been handed out, 
on the eve of the election. The projects range 
geographically from Halifax to Alberta, and 
amount in total to $2,700,000. If these works 
are necessary and advisable, they should have 
been put in hand a yeer ago, or two or three 
years ago. They were deliberately “saved up” 
for election time, and ere only thrown out now 
as bait for voters. 


Mr. Stevens, who knows the Premier well, 
says he supposes Mr. Bennett will take credit 
because the war scare has sent the price of 
wheat up. His candidate in at least one Alberta 
constituency has done that already. He even 
stretched the point and claimed Mr. Bennett 
had given the farmers “dollar wheat.” Fortun- 
ately for themselves, the farmers know the 
facts regarding wheat as well as Mr. Stevens 
knows the electioneering methods of his late 
chief and running-mate. 

Hon. Robert Weir says inspectors have 
looked over six hundred Saskatchewan farms 
on which it is proposed to build dams to con- 
serve water. That is gratifying news. It also 
suggests what might have been done toward 
conserving water—and farmer solvency—if Mr. 
Weir had heard about the drought two or three 
years ago. Apparently it did not dawn upon 
that gentleman that anything could be done to 
combat the aridity until he started to look over 
the political landscape in the light of an ap- 
proaching general election. Few funnier things 
have happened in recent political history than 
the sudden spasm of enthusiasm which seized 
the Minister about a year ago on the subject of 
water conservation in Saskatchewan.

“China Seas” has been show- 
ing in Edménton this week, 
and while captains of Pacific 
liners don't shriek out their 
commands and observations 
in the Clark Gable tempo, 
J. S. Cowper even when threatened with 
pirates, the story is well done. 

Did you laugh at the antics of the chronic 
drunk in “China Seas” looking for local copy 
when he said in awestruck tones, “Don’t look 
now—but there are butterflies in my stomach.” 
Did you recognize him as Robert Benchley, the 
humorist and dramatic reviewer. He's even 
better as an actor than as a writer of humor. 
1 wonder if he wrote his own lines for that part. 


“Anna Karenina,” Tolstoi’s great story of 
human sympathy is shortly to be shown, with 
Frederic March and Greta Garbo as Vronsky 
and Anna. Even in the days of the silent film 
it was a notable offering. I hope the contrast 
between Garbo’s English, and the English of 
the young boy Bartholomew who plays the part 
of Anna's son, doesn’t spoil the illusion. He 
will be remembered for his endearing presenta- 
tion of the schoolboy David Copperfield. In 
the Tolstoi story, Anna's conflict is largely be- 
tween love for her son and love for Vronsky. 

I wish they wouldn't “improve” on authors 
at Hollywood. As Tolstoi envisioned the story, 
the element of pathos comes from her leaving 
a husband who is kindly, affestionatet and 
religious, under the 'mpulse of her infatuation 
for the fascinating officer of the Imperial 
Guards. The scenarists—fearful I suppose lest 
the morons might misplace their sympathies— 
have depicted the husband in the screen ver- 
sion as a cold monster, who chills the warm 
heart of Anna and then from sheer vindictive- 
ness denies her a divoree. It may help the half- 
wits to direct their sympathies into the correct 
channels, but it destroys the deeper pathos of 
the story for readers. Bvt from al] accounts, 
despite the improvements, “Anna Karenina” is 
still a great story as depicted on the screen. 


One of the outstanding pictures of last sea- 
son was “Black Fury.” It is a tale of coal mine 
troubles. Paul Muni, as Joe Radek, a miner 
betrayed in his love and ostracised by his fel- 
low miners under suspicion as a traitor, forces 
settlement of a miners’ strike by threats to blow 
up the workings and immolate himself as a 
sacrifice to force peace with honor. 

After the praises showered on the film by 
American critics, it surprised me to learn that 
Manager Wilson at the Edmonton Capitol had 
decided not to show it. It appears that it had 
aroused the antagonism of the miners’ unions, 
who declere it is propaganda against unionized 
miners, 

Albert Maltz, author of the play, “Black 
Pit,” in critizing the film play condemns the 
latter saying: 

“Here is the Hollywood truth. Strikes 
are started by racketeers, militant workers 
are paid stool pigeons; strikes are unwar- 


ranted; miners are stupid sheep; mine 
operators are fair-play boy scouts. 
“The miners go to work gayly. They 


work genially in well-lighted ‘rooms’ ten 
feet high instead of lying on their bellies or 
crouching down, their feet in water, the 
roof but two inches above their heads. The 
fury of the speed-up that makes a miner 
loading coal seem like the fastest thing on 
earth is not shown. Whatever else in this 
film may escape an unclass-conscious miner, 
the shots of Paul Muni gayly singing while 
he taps the coal set the phoney tone of 

Black Fury. 

“What Hollywood has cleverly done is 
to show the ‘fece entry’ of a mine and not 
the ‘room’ where the men really work. And 
the picture completely avoids any of the 
squalor of a coal town, the exploitation of 
the miners, the frightful toll of deaths and 
injuries caused by the speed-up, the com- 
pany’s cheating on the weighing of coal, the 
low wages, the system, the company 
store racket.” 

Quite clear why the trite love story with its 
terroristic finish, despite the powerful acting 
of Muni, failed to please the miners as a pic- 
ture of their lives and struggle:

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Disorders Of Metabolism 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The word metabolism simply means “tissue 
change” and is the sum of all of the physical 
and chemical processes by which the living, 
organized cells are produced and maintained. 
Metabolism includes both the building-up pro- 
cess by which new cells are produced and also 
the breaking-down process by 
which old cells are destroyed. 
Metabolism is the sum total 
of all of those intricate 
changes and conversions by 
means of which the flame of 
life is kept burning. 

Occasionally, this intricate 
process breaks down and a 
disorder of metabolism then 
develops. The two main dis- 
orders of metabolism are 
those occurring in diabetes 
and rheumatism. In diabetes, there occurs a 
perversion of carbohydrate metabolism while 
in rheumatism, there is a perversion of protein 
metabolism. Diabetes is characterized by an 
inability to use carbohydrates in a normal way, 
while rheumatism is characterized by an in- 
ability to convert protein in a normal way. 

There is considerable reason to believe that 
in the obese patient, there is a variation from 
the normal in metabolism, at Jeast to the extent 
that there occurs too great a storage of fat on 
the body. In the overweight individual, car- 
bohydrates are converted in such a manner 
that fat is stored in an amount far greater than 
occurs in the normal person. 

In diabetes, it is essential to substitute pro- 
tein as much as possible for the carbohydrates, 
and starches should be restricted, although a 
reasonable amount of meat is permissible. It 
is also necessary to encourage exercise which 
will have the desirable effect of helping to 
adjust metabolism nearer to normal. The 
diabetic patient is frequently overweight and 
exercise is therefore of value since the over- 
weight patient should exercise more. 

In those cases where a breakdown in’ pro- 
tein metabolism has resulted in rheumatism, 
the first important thing to do is to rid the 
system of the exira toxic material which

has accumulated. This is being accom- 
plished through taking a fruit juice fast. 
Usually the fest will bring about the 


disappearance of muscular soreness within the 
first few days, if the case is one of muscular 
rheumatism. After the “fast, a careful diet must 
be followed. The patient with the rheumatic 
diathesis must not be afraid to use a moderate 
amount of protein foods such as meat; however, 
he should not use meat in excess. A reasonable 
amount of protein such es meat and eggs must 
be provided to replace that tissue which is 
destroyed through normal “wear and tear.” 

When the patient is overweight, the first 
thing to do is to cut down the carbohydrates, 
since these will provide the material for the 
production of more fat. In this way, the body 
will gradually use up its fat reserve and a 
reduction in weight therefore follows. The 
patient will be able to maintain good health 
while using only a minimum amoumt of sugars, 
Starches and fats. Exercise should be increased, 
which will make the reduction more rapid. The 
overweight patient is obese because he eats too 
much and exercises too little and in the ordinary 
case, successful results will follow only when 
this is reversed and the patient cats less and 
exercises more.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1882 there died 
at Kingston, Hon. John Hamilton. 
The youngest of the eight sons of 
Hon. Robert Hamilton, of Niagara, 
one of the fathers of Upper Can- 
ada, John Hamilton wes sen: to 
Edinburgh for his education, but 
was back in Canada at the age 
of 16 as an apprentice to a mer- 
cantile house at Montreal. Seon 
after reaching his majority he re- 
turned to his father’s house at 
Queenston and began the oper- 
ation of steam vessels. He was 
the owner of the Frontenac, the 
first steamer on Lake Ontario, 
and built the Queension, the 
Great Britain, the Lord Syden- 
ham (the first steamer to run the 
rapids of the St. Lawrence) and 
many others. He'also maintained 
a line of coaches, and was at one 
time described as the master of 
transportation in all Upper Can- 
ada. A member of the legislative 
council from 1831 he was strong- 
ly opposed to “innovations” and 
when the Grand Trunk railway 
was projected he was one of

those who tried to prevent the 
passage of the charter. He real- 
ised that the railway would kill 
his coaches and would play 
havoc with passenger traffic on 
the lakes, 

He was a legislator for over 50 | 
years, first in the legislative | 
council of Upper Canada, 1831- | 
41, then in that of the Province 
of Canada, 1841-67, and then one 
of the original senators for On- 
tario, 1867. When in 1881 he at- 
tained his jubilee as a member of 
an upper chamber he was pre- 
sented with an address by the | 
Senate. In addition to his busi- 
ness and political activities he 
was an ardent worker for the 
Presbyterian church and one of 
the founders of Queen's Univer- 
sity, which he did much to de- 
velop from the small college of 
1841 to the great university of 
1881. He and his brothers, like 
their father, left their impress 
upon Canada and their descen- 
dants are still doing their bit in | 
the development of the Domin- 
ion.

TIES ON BRITISH GOODS 


To obtain the proper perspective 
of the proceedings of the Imperial 
Conference, it is necessary to know 
and review the events just preced- 


ing the Conference. Great Britain |

Hardly had it been announced | 
that Great Britain was off the Gold | 
Standard when Mr. Bennett issued 
en order that duty must be paid 
on the gold value of $4.86 2-3 in- | 
stead of its real value. To under- | 
siand what this meant it is neces- 
sary to remember that up to this 
time we always paid duty on the 
real value of the money from any 
country provided it was not de- 
preciated more than half its gold | 
value, that is, when the German | 
| 


mark, whose gold value is 24 cents, 
was depreciated below 12 cents we | 
paid duty’ not on the 24 cents but | 
on the 12 cents. 

Not being content with this, the 
government prompily issued an | 
order that a dumping duty must 
also be pald equal to the difference 
between the real value and the gold 
value. Later when the pound went 
considerably below $4.40 an order | 
was issued basing the dumping duty 
on a pound being valued at $4.40 | 
but still duty was payable on $4.84 
(See exact examples below how 
this worked). | 

It should be borne in mind that | 


| this was the first known instance 


in the hsitery of the world when 
a dumping duty was assessed 
against depreciated currency, and 
it was done by Canada against the 
Mother Country. We did not even 
do this to Germany when she was 
placed in a similar situation at the 
end of the war. Events are proving 
that the Canadian people did not 
approve of the government's action 
in this respect. 

Next ceme the Imperial Confer- 
ence at Ottawa, Great Britain had 
Gone everything to create a friend- 
ly feeling while the Bennett gov- 
ernment had taken the opposite 
stand, first by raising the duties 
enormously and then by placing a 
dumping duty on British goods.

Mr 
Bennett took the opposite view. 
became clear that our government 
wanted considerable concessions 
from Great Britain but was unwill- 
ing to give anything in return, 
There never was a more one- 
sided agreement between two coun- 
tries, Great Britain gave us many 
concessions by which we have in- 


creased our exports in certain lines, | 


but we gave practically nothing in 
return, It goes tvithout saying that 
Great Britain would not haye for 


a moment stood for any such agree- | 


ment from any non-British coun- 
try. Groat Britain could not afford 
to have the Conference publicly fail 
for the impression would prevail in 
foreign countries that 
Empire was rot as united as it ap- 
peared. I am sorry to say Canada 
took advantage of this situation 

Examples of how very slight 
were the tariff 
by Canada in the Ottawa agreo- 
ments to British trade are herewith 
given. There are shown the high 
pre-Conference tariff, that is 
Bennett tariff as fixed by the up- 
ward revision of 1930 and 1931; and 
the trivial concessions made in the 
agreement. There is also shown the 
corresponding rate of duty which 
would have been exacted under the 
Liberal tariff of 1950 

As examples have already been 
given showing how dumping duties 
and arbitrary valuations were em- 


ployed to increase the rate of duty | 


there is herewith given only one 
worked-out example showing the 
comparative rates of duty between 
the three tariffs; and thereafter 
there is simply a comparison of 
rates. Examples are based on 
actual transactions The first 
example is one dealing with wool 
febrics, 713 lbs., real value $506, but

The truth is that it is impossible 
for any government to keep from 
piling on more to the load of pub- 
lic debt under the competitive sys- 
tem, Mr. Garland told his listeners. 

It was significant, he said, that 
the first act of the new premier of 
Alberta was to attempt to add $18,- 
000,000 more to the provincial debt

. Premium rates since 1929 have 
slid down, the rate on mercantile | 
buildings taking another five 
cents per $100 drop in 1934. 

Rates on frame dwellings in 
1934 for both board and non- 
board companies were down on 
‘an average of 30 per cent from 
1928. 

“During the past six years 
premium rates on beth mercan-
